They are constituted mainly of miscellaneous ar- 
ticles of o^ndrupeds, bird*, shells, coins, paper 
bills, books and journals ol the voyages present- 
ed to the society by the vaaious navigators from 
that port. 


The fkst object which meets the eye on pass- 


ing the door, is a group of eastern 6gures as large 
as life,either standing or crouched before it.— 
Among them is a Persian me)chant with hii 
rich silk shawl, and all the articles coropotmf 
his otdinary dress; ».nehpuwedevotee upon hii 
knees, a snake juggler and a scrivener, each m 
their accustomed" costumes. Standing around 
the apirtment in different postures, are mer- 
chants ol the East in their appropriate earbr, and 
which impress the mind not less by their dtesa 
than by their peculiar countenances. But trie 
most interesting objects in that part of the col- 
lection—interesting from the fact of our new re- 
larions with the Chinese empire—are the various 
sublets of^that country which are eminently 
h'e-like, among whom, the niundarm, in blu« 
silk robe, stiff with gold embroidery, appears the 
most conspicuous. In the cases which border 
he room are various smaller figures of the same 
ation, employed in different occupations which 
re equally interesting with the larper forma. 


The models of various ships which from time 


o time have plied from the port of Salem, aie 
onspicuous objects in the hall, surrounded by 
arts of the skeletons of sea animals, and trose 
f the land; the whale, the mammoth, the rhi- 
toceroa, and others of smaller size enclosed m 
crlass cases or in bottles. Among other interest- 
ng articles are two ivory balls, so carved, that 
here appear twelve or fourteen enclosed in the 
uter one, which is formed of one entire piece 
jf the same material. But the most interesting 
part of the collection is a carved box of ancient 
workmanship, presented to the East India Ma- 
ine Society by Elias Hasket Derby, and gwea 
0 him by a gentleman of Westphalia, then tray- 
llmff in our own country, who procured it m 
taly, where it was executed, as is supposed, by 


1 monk as early as the fourteenth century. The 
globe is of boxwood, and measures two inches 
and a sixeentth ol an inch in diameter. 
The 


upper half contains a carved representation ot 
the celestial regbn, comprising fifty-eight whole 
length figures, while the lower is designed to 
exhibit the resurrection, day of judgment, and 
puriratoiv; and here there are twenty-eight wMe 
length, nineteen half length figures, and five 
heads; in all, fifty-two. In all there are one 
hundred and ten figures, which, seen through 
a magnifying glass, exhibit striking expressions. 
With the box is a pamphlet containing a de- 
scription ol this very extraordinary article. 
The 


collection of birds, although not as extensive as 
in many other museums of our own country, a 
still interesting. 
. 


The cabinet of shells is of some valne, and in- 


deed the opportunities enjoyed by the navigatora 
from that port, to collect specimens of this char- 
acter, were favorable, and they appear lo have 
improved them to great advantage 
They are 


here arranged in scientific order, and are classi- 
fied according to their genera and species. Nor 
ia the collection of coin less interesting than the 
other parts of the exhibition. Some of those 
coins were purchased, while others were grant- 
ed as donations to the society, and the date o* a 
few extend back to the year 2015 B. 0. Amonf 
them are th« currency of Rome, Spam. France, 
Portnsral, Austria, Russia, Holland, Java, Cey- 
lon, Denmark, Enffland, and the early colonial 
currency of ear own country.

i.Albion Balloon.—Aerial Voyage ta 


the Continent, 


On Friday morning last Mr. Charles Green, 


Jr.made an ascent in his new balloon, called the 
Albion, with the determination of proceeding to 
the continent. 
The ascent was made from, the 


jiounds of the Commercial Gas-works, at the 
World's-end- bridge, Stepjwy. The gas treed on 
the occasion was manufactured erpressly for the 
purpose 
The balloon was inflated through a 


pipe about six inches in diameter; and, though it 
is capable of holding 26,000 cubic feet of gas, it 
was filled in an hour. 
During the time occu- 


pied by the inflation, Mr. Green and Mr Alfred 
Bradley, who was-to accompany him on the in- 
tended trip, together with the directors, partook 
of a cold collation. 
The moment it was an- 


nounced thaf all was ready, Messrs Green and 
Bradley, after partaking of a parting glass, step- 
ped into the car in high spirits. Mr Green hav- 
ing arranged the economy for the management 
of the machine, gave the word 'Let go,' and, the 
ropes being cut away from the car, the balloon 
rose gradually and majestically amidst the cheers 
of the assembled crowd outside 
It ascended 


steadily to a considerable height, where it re- 
mained apparently stationary for some minutes 
Mr. Green and his adventurous companion be- 
\na seen waving their flags. It then crossed the 
Thames, and took a direction towards the Sus 
sex coast, and, the wind blowing gently, it was 
wafted slowly along, until, ultimately, it was 
lost to view. The intention of Mr. Green was 
to test the powers of his balloon by attempting 


some gunpowder ignited, blowing up the vessel, 
and destroying about thirty natives, who were 
standing on the poop. 


The brig Martha, of Sydney, missing at Ma-
